The way'in which the city detectives 
handled the infernal machine case has 
been a great credit to the department, 
and it makes a most interesting fea- 
ture of the strange story of a man’s 
mad infatuation for a youth and e das- 
tardly attempt to blow a family into 
eternity with dynamite. 

When the explosion occurred, Chief 
Jennings was at the police barracks. 
He received notice of the affair very 
soon after it occurred. In a short time 
Detective Sergeant Lanford was at the 
barracks and Detectives Simpson and 
Campbell were on the scene of the 
crime. : 


The chief and the detective sergeant 
set the detectives and the police to 
work and soon both departments were 
working to catch the would-be mur- 
derer. 

Detectives Simpson and Campbell had 
the man suspected of committing the 
crime locked up behind the bars be- 
fore the smoke from the dynamite ex- 
plosion had passed out of the house. 

Sergeant Lanford went to work look- 
ing for further evidence. He and 
Chief Jennings and the detectives re- 
mained up all night. 

It was possible that the wrong man 
had been caught and the officers were 
not going to leave any stone unturned 
that would lead to the capture of the 
miscreant who had committed so foul 
a crime.

Bush Absolutely Denied Knowing 
Anything About the Sending of 
the Infernal Machine to Miss 
Kate McCarthy — Many 
Witnesses Placed on 
the Stand. 
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Charged with seficing ga bomb to Miss 
McCarthy, at 447 East Georgia avenue, 
to murder the young lady, because she 
was about to wed Charlie Doolittle, with 
whom he was infatuated, the bomb néar- 
ly killing the girl’s mother, Freq Bush 
was arraigned in the recorder’s court 
yesterday afternoon, and held in a $f0,- 
000 bond for assault with intent to 
murder. 

Charlie Dootlittle was also arraigned,

missed. 
The case was one of the most sensa- 
tional that has ever been heard in any 
court in the city. The man who was 
held under such ga heavy bond stood 
charged with attempting to annihilate a 
whole family and especially a young 
woman, because a young man visited the 
house for whom he had for many years 
held a@ deep, and what was believed to 
be an unnatural affection. 
UNUSUAL NATURE OF CASE 
BROUGHT OUT IN EVIDENCE 
The case upset all records of the kind. 
If Bush had been charged with trying to 
blow Miss Kathryn McCarthy into eter- 


nity with a deadly infernal machine, 


because some other young man was 
about to win the young woman from him, 
the affair would have been in the prop- 
er and ordinary channels of such frage- 
dies; but the evidence in the case, which 
was investigated by the recorder yes- 
terday afternoon, was intendeg to bring 
out the fact that Fred Bush was 80 
deeply attached to Charlie Doolittle 
that he tried to wreck a home and mvr- 
der a household, rather than become 
separated from a youth with whom he 
had been living for several years, and 
for whom his affection was almost a 
mania, 

In one part of the investigation the 
city attorney asked Doolittle if Bush 
ever hugged ang kissed him, and Doo- 
little laughed slightly, and replied that 
he did several years ago. 

Charlie Doolittle stood near Bush dur- 
ing the trial, and it was noted by more 
than one in the court room that Bush 
never took his eyes from the pale-faced 
youth by his side.

His home 
was near that of Doolittle’s, and he and 
the boy became friends when they were 
both quite young. For a while Bush 
lived with Doolittle’s family. Eight 
years ago he rented @ room, and/Doo- 
little has been rooming with him ever 
since. It was his influence over the boy 
that caused so much talk in Doolittle’s

DOOLITTLE WAS SWEETHEART 

OF MISS KATE McCARTHY 

It was brought out at the trial that 
Doolittle is now, or was when the 
murder was attempted, Miss McCar- 
thy’s sweetheart. They were engaged 
to be married. And there stood the 
man who was charged with trying to 
blow into eternity the young woman 
whom Doolittle was to wed. Yet Doo- 
little did all he could to shield the man 
believed to be guilty of the awful 
crime. There was a choice between 
giving evidence to convict the fellow 
who was belleved to be the wretch 
that tried to bring to a herrible death 
his intended bride, and giving evidence 
that would shield the prisoner at the 
bar. It was apparent to all that Doo- 
little chose the last alternative and 
stood for the prisoner against the 
young woman. 

Many persons in the court room 
watched closely every move of the 
man and the youth. They saw that 
Doolittle never once looked straight 
at Bush; and they noticed that Bush 
stared at Doolittle as if he would pierce 
with’ cold, gray eyes into his soul. 

Doolittle was nervous and ill at ease. 
Bush was calm and under perfect self- 
control. He even fgnored his law- 
vers at times and asked witnesses 
questions himself. Once he actually 
flared up and became saucy and imper- 
tinent when addressing a question to 
an uncle of Charlie Doolittle. 


MRS. JULIA McCARTHY 
NOT PRESENT IN COURT 


Mrs. Julia McCarthy, the mother of 
Miss Kathryn for whom the infernal 
machine was indeed intended, and who 
was seriously injured, was not able to 
appear in court. . 

The negro messenger boy, the only 
person who saw the man who sent the 
box to the McCarthy home, pointed 
Bush out in court as the man whom he 
had met on the night of the explosion. 
The negro was a bit confused under 
cross-examination and appeared to be 
greatly frightened. 

Miss Kathryn was on the stand and 
told about her love affairs with Doo- 
little and about how queerly he acted 


at times. 

W. B. Blount told about the explo- 
sion and described the scene at the Mc- 
Carthy home on the night the infernal 
machine did its work. 

Some of the most important evidence 
was that of the city detectives who 
worked on the case. They told of ad- 
missions made by Bush and of the 
strange way he acted when Doolittle 
was accused of being implicated in the 
crime. 

Doolittle took the stand as a witness 
against Bush. It was then that Bush 
gave him that cold stare which seem- 
ed to completely unnerve the youth. 
Doolittle’s testimony was of but lit- 
tle value to the prosecution. He was, 
in fact, more of a witness for the de- 
fense. He was forced to make one ad- 
mission against Bush about a letter 
which had been written to Miss Kath- 
ryn McCarthy, and he tried to qualify 
the statement as much as possible.

When the case was fairly un- 
der. way a flash was made, and the sud- 
den glare ang the noise caused several 
persons to cry out in alarm. It was 
unexpected, anq was rather startling in 
the midst of an investigation involving | 
a dynamite bomb. 

Recorder Brogles called the case at 3 
o’clock before. his: reguiar court was 
through. Attorney Reuben Arnold rep- 
resented Charlie Doolittle, and Attorneys 
Thomas H. Goodwin and Hooper. Alex- 
ander represented Fred Bush. City. At- 
torney James L. Mayson represented the 
prosecution. 

Both sides announced ready. Doolit- 
tle, who was out ‘on a $200 cash ‘bond, 
was already in the court room. Bush 
was brought from,the detention ward, 
where he had been held under special 
guard during.the night. 

GREAT CROWD PRESENT

Dr. Rider Recently Came Into Prome 
inence Through. His Suit Against 
Former Secretary of Interior 
‘Hitchcock _for $100,000 
Damages—Hot Springs 
‘Wrought Up. 


Hot Springs,.Ark., May 10.—(Special.> 

Dr. Thomas B. Rider, formerly of Co- 
lumbus, Ga., who has gained notoriety 
by. suing former Secretary of the In- 
terior Hitchcock for $100,000 in COm- 
Hection with a strenuous and prolonged 
fight against the ethical doctors of Hot 
Springs, wliom he claims, were in a 
conspiracy to ruin him, was probably 
fatally stabbed late this afternoon by 
Dr. A. U. Williams, one of the wealth- 
jest and most prominent physicians of 
Hot Springs. 

The stabbing followed an assault on 
Dr. Williams by Rider, who, meeting 
Dr. Williams in the corridor of the 
Kempner building, where Rider’s of- 
fices are located, struck Williams sev- 
eral vicious blows on the head and in 
the mouth. Williams drew a pocket 
knife and stabbed Rider in the abdo- 
men, inflicting injuries which physi- 
clans say will probably kill him, 

Williams attributed the assult to the 


Swered a call at No. i° South Forsyth 
street. 

“When I got there,” stated the wit- 
ness,

Miss Kathryn McCarthy was the next 
witness. She showed signs of the trou- 
ble she has been through. Some of 
the rosy bloom had left her cheeks and 
she appeared as if she had been under 
a& severe nervous strain. 


“I ONLY KNEW BUSH 
IN A BUSINESS WAY? 

She stated that she and Doolittle 
were engaged. 

‘Mr. Bush always objected: to Mr. 
Doolittle going with me. I only knew 
Mr. Bush in a business way. I heard 
my mother speak of him and heard her 
say that he had made threats against 
us if we allowed Mr. Doolittle to con- 
tinue to go with me.” 

This part of the evidence was ruled 
out. 

“When Mr. Doolittle was ‘in Florida: 
over a year ago,” continued Miss Mc- 
Carthy, “he wrote to me and said thai 
all was over: between us. He Rave as 
his reason for wishing the engagement 
broken .off .that- he feared some great 
harm would come to me. Afterwards, 
when he returned to Atlanta, he told 
me that he had to break off the en- 
gagement because Bush made him 
do it.” 

“Was that when your engagement 
was still not broken off?” asked the re- 
corder. 

“I hardly know,” replied Miss Mcec- 
Carthy with a smile, “as we had so 
many rows of the kind.” 

Continuing, the witness said that on 
last Wednesday night she went to the 
Bijou with her brother and Doolittle, 
and that announcement was made from 
the stage about the affair at home. 
Her relations with Mr. Doolittle are 
now friendly. Her mother traded w 
Doolittle & Bush at their commission 
house on South Broad street. 

“I knew Mr. Bush in a business way,” 
she stated, “and he always spoke kind- 
ly to me. If he had anything againet 
me I never knew it. Mr. Doolittle 
would never tell me what danger he 
belleved threatened me.”

Detective Simpson was the next wit- 
ness. He stated that he and Detec- 
tive Campbell arrested Bush in a room 
over a store at the corner of Whitehall 
and Mitchell last Wednesday night 
shortly after midnight and two hour: 
after the crime had been committed. 

“I went to the McCarthy home with 
Campbell,” stated the witness, “and 
there received enough evidence to war-: 
rant us in arresting Bush. We went to

MANY LETTERS 
IN EVIDENCE 


How Deolittle Wrote to Miss 
McCarthy About 
Busch, 


The letters which passed between 
Fred Bush and Charlie Doolittle, and 
those that passed between Doolittle and 
Miss McCarthy while Doolittle was in 
Florida, may have an important bear- 
ing on the case when Bush is tried in 
the superior court. | 

Miss McCarthy received some. forty 
or fifty letters from Doolittle and in 
nearly every one of them he had some- 
thing to say about “Mr. Fred,” mean- 
ing Bush. He wrote as if Bush and 
had had séveral quarrels—like two 
school girls, in fact. It seems that all 
the time Doolittle was in Florida, Bush 
kept writing to him, and every time 
Bush wrote to Doolittle the latter wrote 
to Miss McCarthy. 

Extracts from some of these letters, 
which were furnished the detectives 
yesterday, will serve to show how Doo- 
little seemed to regard Bush and what 
sort of relations appeared to exist be- 
tween the two men. Some of the ex- 
tracts of letters from Doolittle to Miss 
McCarthy are as follows: 

“February 1|3, 1906.—Honestly, I have 
been worried for several days about 
you people. But I guess no néws means 
good news. Mr. Fred wrote me a pecu- 
liar letter, and I answered it, but don’t 
know what he thinks of it. I think 
sometimes that I don’t care whether I 
ever return to Georgia again or not. 
If one or two things did not prevent it, 
I wouldn’t hesitate an instant.” 

“March 10, 1906.~I thought, from Mr. 
Fred’s last letter, that he had got over 
his mad spell, but, as I said in yes- 
terday’s letter, I could not be sure of 
it. I did not say anything so bad in my 
reply, just told him if he wished it I 
would return his letter, and coolly an- 
swered all his questions. I did not 
make any advances, but simply left 
If he cares 
to continue our friendship, I shall be 
perfectly satisfied. Papa has not said 
a word regarding him.” 

“February 9, 1906.—I think he is very 
mad about something. Now, I do not 
like to always tell my story, but I be- 
lieve that I have been very near, if 
not fully, as good a friend to him as 
he has been to me.” 

“January 26, 1906.—I heard from Mr. 
Fred, and he says your mother satd 
you heard from me Did you tel 
him?”

ABOUT EUROPE 
SMITH TALKS 


Governor-Elect Says He Has 
Feund Plan to Get Im- 
migrants, 


Governor-elect Hoke Smith yesterday 
made the statement that, after his in- 
vestigation of the immigration ques- 
tion in Europe recently, he has come 
to the conclusion that immigrants 
should come from Austria and southern 
Russia. 

When seen in his office in the Peters 
building,. Governor Smith stated ‘that 
he was very busy, but made some men- 
tion of the Roosevelt incident, which 
took place on board the Kaisel Wil- 
helm, and spoke freely regarding the 
Question of bringing immigrants from 
Europe. 

The Roosevelt matter came about in 
the following manner: 

“We were in the smoker of the 
steamer when one of the passengers 
present, there being about twenty-five 
in the room, began to criticize the pres- 
ident, referring especially to the San 
Francisco school question. After he 
had finished, I expressed my opinion 
regarding the president, saying that al- 
though I did not approve the San Fran- 
cisco school question, I saw much to 
admire in Roosevelt, and I felt that 
democrats should be ready to sustain 
his course where it deserved commend- 
ation.” 

Speaking about the immigrants, he 
said: 

“In Germany I was impressed with 
the perfect organization and the ab- 
sence of sordid poverty. During my 
stay there I never saw a mendicant 
and was never solicited for alms. 

“In Austria there {is no industrial de- 
velopment, and the country seems dead. 
I found the place where we want to 
find our immigrants—Austria and 
southern Russia—the pure strain of 
Teuton who wants to move. They are 
solid, clean, industrious people and will 
make the most desirable citizens we 
can have.”

“It’s a boy, sir!” 
In this announcement from the royal palace is Spain compensated for

As ‘the cables carried it around the world yesterday, the heart of nation 
| after nation joined in a mighty cheer, which would have added, if anything 


could,’ to the wild intoxication of Spanish joy. 
For weeks, had Spain awaited in doubt and fear of the repetition of 


|}that long unbroken precedent which promised frills and skirts upon the 


tirone, until a providential year gave her the wisheti-for heir. But there 
are some things in which precedents must lose their power, and Spain adds 
to the list of those peculiar instances wherein thefr authority must be ac- 
knowledged broken. Herein precedent shall be no more, but chance and for- 
tune shall hold sway, and Spain’s stars are turned.lucky ones. 

An heir to the throne! There is magic in the words which tell the story 
—magic to dispel the sluggishness of any people, to set at naught past sor- 
rows and fire with enthusiasm and energy the hearts of the subjects of the 
tiny prince: Had all Spanish citizenry known fatherhood and motherhood 
the selfsame day, rejoicing could not have been more complete, for it is as 
though a son has come to the entire nafion. 

We indulge the hope, with every belief in its fulfillment, that the Spanish 


but added proof of worth to share the crown of any noble lineage. Queen 
what another noble Queen Victoria did to Britain’s empife. Certainly her 
first works give that prophetic promise. 

Unbounded joy will often blind to sense of duty. However near it they 
may come, no royal function ever yet attained complete perfection; and 
from calmer viewpoint we may indicate now wherein improvement might 
be made. In humble cot or bourgeoise home it matters not if medical 
prediction be two weeks or more on this side or that; few are concerned, 
perhaps but two.

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TIME. FOR RAILROAD BUILDING. 


Whenever the question of lack of transportation facilities has been 
raised—and conditions obtrude it on the public view almost daily— the uni- 
form answer of railroad officials is that it is tracks and terminals that 
are needed rather than cars and engines. In other words, the tremendous 
and ever-growing volume of traffic has created a demand for railroad fa- 
Cilities, which is far ahead of the supply, a condition of which there is not 
only no likelihood of amelioration, but which will continue to show even 
greater disparity between volume of business and ability to handle it, unless 
some preparation is made to relieve the €ver more aggravated congestion. 

The trend of all the evidence is thus to the effect that the time was 
never more propitious for the building of new railroads; provided, of course, 
the territory through which they are to operate is wisely selected. But con- 
sidering the necessity for increased railroad facilities, recognized on all sides, 


it is not a matter of very grave difficulty nowadays to find a section where 


a railroad may be put down as a paying institution. There are routes in 


plenty whose corresponding development would promptly supply ample busi- 
ness, and there is eyery encouragement for remunerative investment in euch 
enterprises of. all the capital that is willing to conform to law. 

No more important and valuable project has recentiy come to the front 
in this connection than the projection of the Savannah, Augusta and North- 
ern railway, bilding from Savannah to Athens, under the direction of George 
Brinson, one of Gieorgia’s foremost railroad developers. ? 

Of this. project The Manufacturers’ Record says: 
of an order for 46,000 tons of steel rail by the, Sinn 
Augusta and Northern Raflway Company, chartered to build a line 
for Savannah, Ga., to Chattagoona, Tenn., with a branch to Augusta, Ga., 
and probably another branch into Atlanta, revives the conjectures as to 
\whether the backers of the company are jnterested in providing a road for 
a connecting link in one of the grea systems in the south, perhaps 
the Atlanta Coast Line, or maybe extension for the Seaboard Air 
Line. The Coast Line recently sold Out its interests in the Macon, Dublin 
and Savannah railroad to the Seaboard, and it has, therefore, been sur- 
that the company hag in view some other plan for getting a line 
country to connect the system with the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad, which is owned by the s@me interests. The Seaboard Air Line 
also needs a cross-country Which would enable it to make a short 
cut between Atlanta and Savannah, but the acquirement of the Macon, 
Dublin and Savannah road and an arrangement with the Southern railway 
between Macon and Atlanta, makes it at least temporarily comforta- 
ble in that respect, and therefore the theory that the Coast ‘Line is 
interesteq in the Savannah, Augusta and Northern appears the more proba- 
ble. It has been reported that grading contracts are already let for 

the new line, work to begin at Statesboro. Ga., and to be pushed in both 

directions toward Savannah and Chattanooga. 

Krom Savannah to Athens, with a branch line to Augusta, this road 
traverses some of the richest counties of Georgia. It will give main line 
facilities to many important cities which now have only branch line con- 
nections. 

Meeting the Seaboard at Athens, fhis new line will furnish Atlanta an- 
other direct route to Savannah shorter by some miles than the present 
most used road, the Central of Georgia, and an eqtially advantageous route 
to Augusta with the Georgia railroad. 

Both the Central and the Georgia railroad admit uncontrollable conges- 
tion of traffic. Both these lines should long since have undertaken the work 
of doubje-tracking, but even with that advantage, of which there is no pros- 
pect for some years to come, they would find it difficult to handle the con- 


tinually increasing traffic that is put upon them. 
There are, therefore, nothing but the brightest prospects before the Sa- 
vannah, Augusta and OFtROFR . Its abundant success seems assured from 


its inception. 
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MODEL FARMS FOR GEORGIA. 


In the promise of the establishment of model farms in connection with 
each of the eleven district agricultural schools in Georgia, Governor Terrel] 
has secured frdm the United States department of agriculture a concession 
which will prove of value to the whole «cate. 

These model farms will be in the nature of small scale experiment sta- 
tions upon which will be made agricultural demOfistration of the various 
products best adapted to. each section of the stated In this way not only 
the students in these schools, but the entire agricultural interests in each dis- 
trict, will share in the benefit from whatever valuable results may be at- 
tained. The department at Washington will assign four experts to the care 
of these farms, and they will divide their time among the eleven model farms, 
the department paying all expenses incident to their maintenance. 

Thus the plan will be such as to furnish to the student that sort of 
practical work which will stimulate his experimental and inventive genius, 
rather than confine him to purely imitative effort, which is too often the 
extent of instruction in the agricultural school. It will arouse a desire to 
do something new or to improve on what has already been done, which will 
result in the development of traits that mean more to the future of agri- 
culture than could possibly be attained by any amount of commonplace in- 
struction in what is already well known. 

Indeed, this should be the primary purpose of our agricultural schools— 
to develop the tendency to originate and improve upon what has already been 
done. Herein Georgia’ 8 agricultural schools have before them a great work, 
the value of which fo the future of our agricultural production will be in 
accordance with the degree in which these principles are applied.

Cloth made from paper, or trem 
the same wood fiber which enters into 
the: manufacture of common newspa- 
per, is the latest practical invention 
vhich is of sufficient widespread im- 
portance to attract world-wide atten- 
tion. Xylolin, as it is called, is a tex- 
tile made of\a paper thread or yarn, 
spun from wood fiber, so in reality it 
is cloth. made from paper. 

Says a recent consular report, speak- 
ing of this paper cloth: 

To the ingenuity of a well-known Sax- 
on inventor and manufacturer, Herr Emil 
Claviez, is due the production of a paper 
yarn, termed “Xylolin,” that has been 
successfully used in a wide range of tex- 
tile fabrics. The utilization of paper 
wood fiber in this new and practical 
way and the extreme cheapness of the 
new matertal c®mpared with other 
yarns now in use js really a nemarkable 
achievement. It shoulg be said that this 
is not @ haphazard discovery, but rather 
the logical result of years of painstak- 
ing study and experimentation. After 
the final development of the theory at 
first in mind into tangible materia] for 
all manner of uses tn textile industries, 
the paper thread and yarn, loose or 
tightly spun, of all thicknesses, have since 
been woven into almost every conceiva- 
ble fabric and tested and retested, until 
the invention has become an important 
commercial success. The paper yarn 
| we extraordinary wearing properties, 
;@nq as the full scope of its usefulness 
has probably not been determined, it 
will, in all likelihood, lend itself to other 
purposes yet to be discovered. 

The report then proceeds to deal 
with the various uses of this new 
product, which, while it cannot take 
the place of the staple textiles except 
in the cheapest grades, at least threat- 
ens to enter largely into the manu- 
facture of these to an extent almost 
unlimited. Says the report: 

It is a serviceable substitute for cot- 
ton, jute, linen and even silk. When 
bleached the yarn or thread is of a 
snowy whiteness, and at a first glance 
cannot be distinguished from cotton. It 
can be woven to appear as homespun 
linen. It combines the good qualities of 
cotton and linen at one-thirg of the price 
of cotton and one-tenth: of the price of 


linen. 3 
Among its good qualities, it is 
stated, is the fact that it can be more 
readily dyed in the delicate shades 
than can cottons or silks. Faetories 
are already at work in England and 
Bohemia turning out the paper yarn 
in quantities, and it is now finding a 
ready sale to textile manufacturers 
for use in their mills, evidently for 
the adulteration of their cloths. Its 
wearing qualities are said to have 
been abundantly aemonstrated. 

The most extensive use to which it 
ras been put up to the present time is 
in the manufacture of rugs and carpets, 
which are said to have stood the test, 
are easily cleaned and are unpalatable 
to moths. From it is made a substi- 
tute for jute bagging which combines 
strength with lightness, and can be 
p.ade at: half. the cost.. Among. its 
other finished products are.,onting 
hats for men, canvas shoes and slip: 
pers, towels, wall bangings, furniture 
coverings, tapestries, under clothing 
and even complete suits of outer cloth- 
ing, the material for an entire suit 
costing not over one dollar. 

Concluding, the report says: 

Although there seems to be no limit to 
the uses to which the paper yarn can be 
put, fashion will have to take up the 
new material before it can be worn as 
gentlemen’s and ladies’ clothing. While 
possessing most of the good qualities of 
fashionable stuffs, it may lack in finish 
and style the appearante of finer grades 
of woolen goods: but it really makes lit- 
tle difference whether the paper-woven 
garment becomes the vogue or not, ag 
its manv admirable qualities, coupled 
with excessive cheapness, are bound to 
make it an article tof practical and far- 
reaching beneficence.

Harsh Criticism Is Leveled at the 
Strikers by Employers. 
New York, May 10.—The longshore- 


men's &gtrike, so far as it concerns 
the trans-Atlantic lines, gives promise 
of lasting some time, and being a fighi, 
to the finish.

But 
the deep-water steamer companies take 
the ground more determinedty than 
ever that the strikers’ demands are ut- 
terly unreasonable, and that there 
can be no settlement so long as the 
men persist in them. 

Evidence of the present temper of | 
these managements is: found in an in-| 
tervie™ given by Emil Boas, agent of 
the Hambuss-Averican line, and in a 
report at the American Red Star line 
office that cots were being put into 
thesecond story of: the American line 
shed''for the accommodation. of the 
strikebreakers. 


Mr. Boas was quoted as saying of the| 
situation with 


regard to his coni- 


pany: 

“The action of the strikers has been 
outrageous. They walked out without! 
saying a word, ulthough some of them 
were making from $25 to $30 a week 
by working overtime, and we think 
they were being well paid for the char- 


acter of work they were doing.” 

In Teply, Patrick Connors, of the 
Longshoremen’s Union in Manhattan, 
said: ; 

“It is not true that we struck with- 
out making any demands. Before we 
struck a circular with demands was in 
the hands of every pier superintend- 
and we struck* because the de- 
mands were refused. At the wages we 
were receiving the longshoremen, who 
have often to wait days for work, did 
not average more than $I! @ week.”’

MISTRIAL IS NOW PROBABLE 


Strong Jury Spent Three Hours Try- 
ing to Reach a Verdict—At 
Eight O’Clock They Were 
Sent to a Hotel for 
the Night. 


Macon, Ga., May 10.—(Special.)—The 
jury in the case of L. D. Strong spent 
three hours in the room this after- 
noon trying to reach a verdict, but at 
8 o'clock tonight came down und were

Judge Felton. 

After early breakfast tomorrow the 
jury will return to court and go up to 
liberate, with a view of reaching a 
verdict. 

The whole city has been intensely 
interested, and when the jury was 
sent away tonigh: to their rooms many 
persons were present in court. 

The cate was committed to the jury 
at 4:45 o’clock this afternoon by Judge 
Felton, after an able and clear-cut 
charge to the jurv, in which he did not 
mention the ‘unwritten law,’ but sai‘ 
in a dozen different combinations of 
words that if Strong killed Smith out 
of revenge or punishment for Smith's 
conduct to his (Strong’s) sister, and 
after he had had sufficient time to be- 
comtét calm and listen to the ‘voice of 
reason and humanity,” then Strong 
would be guilty of murder. 

A verdict of voluntary manslaughter 
is belleved to be possible, 
the judge’s charge, and, faiNng in 
this, a mistrial is predicted. At this 
hour the jury is reported to be six for 
acquittal and six for conviction.

PIERCE DENIES 
PERJURY CHARGE 


Says His Affidavit in Texas 
Was Entirely Truth- 
ful, 


St. Louis, May 10.—Sheriff G. Ss. Mat- 


thews, of Travers county, Texas, ar- 
rived from Austin today to take charge 
of H. Clay Pierce, chairman of the 
board of the Waters-Pierce Oil Company, 


| ‘who Surrendered to arrest Wednesday, 


on a Texas indictment charging him 
with having committed perjury in an af- 
fidavit«.<made in 1900 concerning’ the oil 
company. Immediately after Pierce's ar- 


rest &@ writ of habeas corpus was secured 
from the United States circuit court on 
the ground that Pierce was unlawfully 
being restrained from his liberty. Hear- 
ing of the proceedings will be set for to- 
morrow morning. 

Sheriff Matthews said: 

“I will employ counsel to fight Pierce’s 
application for habeas corpus. [ don’t 
intend to kidnap Mr. Pierce, or take him 
back to Texas in irons, but I do intend 
to see that Texas gets what is coming 
to it in the way of legal rights. 

“It strikes me as funny that Mr. 
Pierce, after voluntarily surrendering, 
should go into court and claim that he 
was being restrained of his liberty.”’ 

Sheriff Matthews stated he would ap- 
pear in the United States circuit court 
tomorrow with an attorney. Mr. Pierce 
was released from custody Wednesday 
on $10,000 bong pending the hearing to- 
morrow. In a statement given out to- 
day by Mr. Pierce, the declaration is 
made that the. affidavit was true 
throughout. The statement in part fol- 
lows: : 

“The affidavit which I made on the 
Sist day of May, 1900, at Austin, Texas( 
is unquestionably true. I made it after 
full consultation with my attorneys. The 
affidavit States that the Waters-Pic§%ce 
Oil Company, organized under he laws 
of the state of Missouri, on May 29, 
1900, thad not made or entered into and 
was not a member of any pool, trust, 
agreement, contract or cofederation to 
fix the price or limit the quantity of any 
article of merchandise. 

“The affidavit does not contain a state- 
ment nor did the law of Texas require 
of a foreign corporation Such ag the 
Waters-Pierce Oi] Company, any state- 
ment with respect to who were its gshare- 
holders or who were interested in it. It

PRINCE OF THE ASTURIAS, 
IS TITLE OF THE INFANT 


HE son born today to King Ai- 
j fonso and Queer Victoria will, 
according to a decree of the 
Spanish government, bear the title of 
prince of the Asturias. 

The principality of the Asturias was 
formerly the mountain refuge of the 
aboriginal inhabitants of Spain, who 
remained there unconquered alike by 
Roman and Movr. In many respects 
the Asturias is regarded as the cradle 
of the Spanish monarchy, hence the 
pride taken in the title of prince of the 
Asturias. 

Queen Victoria, the mother of the 
royal infant, was married to King Al- 
fonso, at Madrid, on May $3!, 1906, 
amid scenes of flie greatest splendor, 
followed by the horror of a bomb ex- 
plosion which killed scores of people 
and narrowly missed the royal coach 
in which their majesties were return- 
ing from church. 

Considerable etiquette and publicity 
attend the birth of a royal child at 
Madrid. King Alfonso April 3 signed a 
decree ordering the necessary prepara- 
tions for the presentation of the child 
to the high officials of Spain and the 
‘diplomatic representatives accredited at 
Madrid immediately after the birth. 
The decree, after naming the various 
officials and others to be present at 
the birth, said: 

“As soon as the accouchment is an- 
nounced as imminent, all the persons 
designated by the king in the decree 
shall be notified to come to the palace 
in full uniform. Jmmediately after the 
child is born the mistress of the robes 
shall inform the prime minister, who 
shall then announce to 


& 


the persons; 


present the sex of the child, at the 
Same time informing the captain- 
general of Madrid and the commander 
of the royal halberdiers, so that they 
may as promptly as possible give the 
orders for the proper signals and 
salutes. 

“In order that the inhabitants of our 
glorious city of Madrid may know 
whether the newly bern child is a 
prince or princess, t Spanish royai 
standard shall be hoisted over ths 
palace and a salute of twenty-one guns 
fired in case it should be a prince of 
the Asturias, and in the event of. tha 
queen giving birth to a princess, a 
salute of fifteen guns fired and a white 
flag hoisted. Should the event occur 
during the night, either a colored lan- 
tern or a white light shall be hoisted. 
as the case may be. 

“As soon as this has been carried out, 
the child shall be presented to the 
diplomatic corps and the old personages 
present by the prime minister, accom- 
panied by the mistress of the robes 
and the chief court chamberlains. 

“The minister of justice, as king's 
notary, will then draw up the certifi- 
cate of birth and record of the pre- 
sentation, thus terminating the cere- 
mony.”’ 

Reports were circulated alleging dis- 
agreements among the queen’s medical 
attendants and the departure of Dr. 
Glendenning, the English physician, 
from Madrid, together with the Eng- 
lish nurse, but they were found to be 
unfounded. Both Dr. Glendenning and 
the nurse are acting in perfect har- 
mony with Professor Gutierrez. the 
Spanish physician, who has charge of 
the ‘eee attendants at the accouch- 
ment. 


DEATH TAKES 
JOHN DOMINI 


Furneral Services Will Be

John Domini, an aged citizen of At- 
lanta, passed away at the Presbyterian 


hospital last Thursday night. 
Mr. Domini was a native of Germany, 


but came to thia country a number of 
years ago, when he was only !5 years 


old. He was an energetic business 
man, and accumulated quite a large 
estate. He was a nephew of Hank 
Muelenbrink, and is survived by his 
wife, Mrs. Justina Domini. 

He became a citizen of Atlanta just 
after the civil war, and joined the first 
volunteer fire company, and ever since 
that time has ccntinued his member- 
ship in the pioneer society of that or- 
ganization.

At the close the July 
option in wheat was up 2 1-2@2 5-8.

Crop Report 


Effect on Stocks—London Stock 
Market Also Depressed on 
Account of Conditions 
in India. 


New York, May !0.—There was a sub- 
sidence today of the acute weakness 
which was menifested in yesterday's 
stock market, but the market continued 
in a mood of dull depression which was 
Only occasionally relieved by isolated ad- 
vancing points. There was some revis- 
ion of opinion towards the Union Pa- 
cific financial plan from the extreme 
G@isfavor in which it was held yesterday. 
Union Pacific itself showed evidence of 
some absorption, and resisted the occa- 
sional pressure which it suffered wita 
the rest of the list. The large demand 
for capital made by the Harriman Pacif- 
ics continued, however, to be regarded 
as rather formidable, and affected other 
companies, which are supposed to be 
canui@ates for new securities issues. As 
@ measure of refunding the terms of the 
Union Paciic financing Wes eller re- 
garded than yesterday owing to the oon- 
wideration of the retirement of other 
Obligations which is involved under the 
lower interest rate to be paid com- 
pared with the recent urgency note is- 
gues of railroad corporations. From this 
also there was argued some imuprove- 
ment in the general capital situation 
so far as the attitude towards railroad 
investment # compared. From ine 
standpoints of the value of rights to 
stocknolders carried by the subscription 
rights to the new’ securities there was 
Obvious grounds for disappointment on 
the part of speculators who had bought 
the stocks in anticipation of these 
rights. The quotations in the ourb mar- 
ket today for the Union Paci. rights 
were |-2 and under, and for the South- 
ern Pacific rights 13-8 and under. 
Much interest attached to the monthly 
crop report issued by the agriiculttural 
department shortly after noon. The 
rise in wheat after the report appeared 
to the highest price of the season was 
the index of the interpretation placed 
on the report and the reflected influence 
on this showing was a depressing factor 
in the later stock market. The percent- 
age of condition reported for the winter 
wheat crop did not show as large a de- 
terioration as was feared, but the show- 
ing of upwards of 3,500,000 acres of 


any ourrent supposition. The continued 
delay to spring wheat seeding by cold 
weather in the northwest was also @ 
discouraging factor. The London mar- 
ket was a center of some depression ta- 
day growing out of the disorders amongst 
the Indian subjects of the British empire. 
London was reported a buyer of some 
stocks in this market, including Union 
Pacific. Estimates of the week's cur- 
rency movement did not indicate a large 
‘change in the cash item, the receipt on 
‘balance on the interior movement hav- 
ing been enough, apparently to rather 
more than offset the subtreasurys ab- 
sorption for the market, the latter in- 
cluding, however, the $2,000,000 depos- 
ited for telegraphed to San Francisco. 
The money market was appreciably 
stronger, nevertheless, and this caused 
the supposition that some large syndi- 
cate operations have affected the joas 
item of the banks guring the week.

Five Thousand Men Surround 
Jail at Butte, 


OFFICER KILLS FLEEING MAN 


Brother of the Dead Man Asks the 
Mob to Lynch the Officer-—Pis- 
tols of the Policemen Held 
Back the Mob, but More 
Trouble Is Feared. 


Butte, Mont., May 1!0.—Patrol Driver 
Charles Jackson tonight shot and killed 
Harry Cole, while the latter was at- 
tempting to escape, and an incensed 
mob of five thousand, led by brothers 
of Cole, made an ineffectual attempt 
to lynch Detective Charles McGarvey, 
the crowd laboring under the impres- 
sion that it was that officer who had 


done the shooting. 

Cole ha@ been arrested by McGarvey, 
on a forgery charge, and was suspected 
of being one of the two bandits, who s€v- 
eral years ago held up the North Coast 
limited, on the Northern Pacific, at 
Welch Spur, murdering PEngineer Frank 
Clow, and wounding Fireman Thomas 
ae ie a brother of George Cole, who 
is now serving a fourteen-year sentence 
in the Deer Lodge penitentiary for the 
robbery of the Burlington flyer, near 
this city, two years ago. Harry Cole 
has been under surveillance of the offi- 
cers since the hold-up of the North 
Coast limited, and this afternoon was 
taken into custody by officers. While 
he was being sweated in the office - 
the police, Cole, it is stated, — 
saig that he knew all about the hold-up 
of the limited, and made a dash from 
the room, and ran down an alley lead- 
ing from the police station. An _— 
started for Cole, but tripped over the 
threshold of the door, and fell.

At this point 
Deputy Sheriff Jack Wyman stopped 
the leaders of the mob and told them 
that McGarvey had left the jail and that 
they were welcome to search the build- 
ing. This was done, no trace of the de- 
tective being found. 

Mounting the steps in front of the 
court house, Timothy ‘Cole made an im- 
rassioned exhortation to the crowd to 
avenge the death of his brother, who, 
he declared, had been shot down by Mc- 
Garvey in cold blood. As the dead man 
tad worked in the mines and many of 
the miners knew him rersonally, there 
were lond cries of epproval with shouts 
of “hang him to a »ole”’ and “shoot 
him.” .

Cole then made his way to the police 
Station with the rapidly | augmenting 
crowd following him.

Washington, May 1!10.—The following 
crop bulletin was issued today: 

The crop reporting board of the bu- 
reau of statistics of the department of 
agriculture, from the reports of corre- 
spondents and agents of the bureau, 
finds the area under winter wheat re- 
maining in cultivation on May |! to 
have been about 28,132,000 acres. This 
is 11.2 per cent, or about 2,533,000 
acres less than the area reported as 
sown last fall and 6.8 per cent, or 
about 1,468,000 acres, less than the 
area of winter wheat reported as 
harvested last year. 

The average condition of the growing 
winter wheat crop on May | was 82.9, 
as compared with 89.9 on April I, 
1907; 90.9 on May !, 1906; 92.5 on May 
1, 1906, and 85.0, the mean May aver- 
age for the last ten years. 

The following table shows for the 
eleven principal winter wheat states, 
the percentage of the acreage sown 
last fall that is now reported as aban- 
doned; the aoreage remaining under 
cultivation May |; also the averages of 
condition on ay 1, 1907; May 1, 1906, 
and the mean of the May averages of 
the last ten years:

S clesiastic of the Russian church 
ever has enjoyed such worldwide 
fame as Father John of Kronstadt. In 
his native land he has the reputation of 
a saint and a miracle worker, and the at- 
tention of the Wnglish-speaking public 
has been drawn to him by constan; ref- 
erences in print to his remarkable ca- 
reer. His writings, in a bulky volume 
published under ‘the title of “My Life 
fn Christ,” are often to be seen in the 
libraries of American or EXInglish clergy- 
men and hig biography, written by 4 
Scotch divine, has had a wide cifcula- 
tion. 

A man with euch a reputation could 
hardly fail to have enemies. Bitter at- 
tacks have been on him by the Russian 
@ress, and tis lack of worldiy wisdom 
has undoubtedly facilitated the task of 
his opponents, Ge has been aceused of 
trading on the @uperstition of the peo- 
ple in order to fill his pockets, of indulg- 
ing in unheard of immorality, of pretend- 
ing to be John the Baptist returned to 
earth; in short, of being a thorough paced 
charlatan. In St. Petersburg I met peo- 
ple who told me marvellous stories of 
his power to heal the sick, of his piety 
and his cherity to the poor, but Others 
abused him immoderetely, and not know- 
ing whom to believe I recently deter- 
mined to go and see him and judge for 
myself. I found not, £ think, a gaint, 
but a simple, not very cultured, yet 
transparently good man. 

I turned up the great collar of my 
“ghuba’"’ and pulled by fur cap low on 
my forehead to prepare for the drive, 
in the teeth of an icy wind, across the 
stretch of frozen sea which separates 
from the main lang the little island on 
which Kronstadt is built. Quickly thé 
sledge glided over the ice, gleaming in 
the sunshine like opal; quickly the little 
fir trees which marked the roed flashed 
past, and beyond their boundary ice 
yachts darted hither and thither with in- 
credible swiftness like fabulous white- 
winged sea fowl. 

In the Cathedral. 


In twenty minutes the town was reach- 
ed and the sledge soon stopped before 
the cathedral, where Father John of 
Kronstadt had ministered for many years, 
I pushed open the door and entered, or, 
to speak accurately, squeezed myself into 
the building, which was so crammed 
with people that it was difficult to find 
room even for one more. It was a change 
from the Polar regions to Central Africa, \ 
for the heat was stifling, but the fer- 
vent crowd of pilgrims had no thought 
of the discomfort of standing crushed 
together in the almost insupportable at- 
mosphere of the church. Thetr thoughts 
were fixed on God and His mother end 
the priest whom they regard as a saint, 
whose picture they place in their homes 
with the pictures of the virgin and St. 
Nicholas or St. Seraphim, by whose in- 
tercession, men say, the czar has been 
given a@ son. 

The choir sang the music of the Rus- 
sian church, a chant of almost unearthly 
loveliness, the aromatic perfume of in- 
cense was wafted from the sanctuary and 
the golden icons of the saints glittered in 
the yellow light of the tapers burning 
before them. A man tapped me lightly 
on the shoulder with a candle, “St. Niko- 
jai,’ bo said. I took, it stretched out 
my hand as far as possible, ‘St. Nikolai,”’ | 
I echoed, tapping a marr gome way iD 
front and the taper passed through the 
crowd until it reached the holy shrine 
where it was to flame in silent interces- 
gion before the saint. 

Slowly the royal gates of the sanctu- 
ary opened and a figure in vestments 
of cloth of silver and a scintillating 
mitre emerged from the blaze of light 
in the holy place. It was Father John, 
A, quiver of emotion passed through 
the crowd—all who could fell on their 
knees, but the crush was so great that 
this was impossible for many; some 
bent their heads to receive a blessing, 
others gazed with ecstatio devotion in 
their eyes at the little old man whose 
touch is said to heal the sick. The 
choir was silent, the worshipers hush- 
ed and expectant. Quietly the priest 
told them that it was impossible for 
him to hear the confessions of so vast 
@ multitude. 

“Tet each man tell his sins to God 
and then receive the absolution of his 
priest.” He added words, so simple 
that they might have come from the 
lips of a Protestant pastor, on the 
need of repentance and firm purpose 
of amendment. 

Cried Their Sins Aloud. 

When he had finished, the strange

tad 


heavy and polluted with the terror of 
human sin and misery as men beat 
their breasts, and tales which would 
make the reader shudder rose to the 
car of God.

Faces were illumined with 
supernatural joy, radiant as though 
Gabriel himself had spoken; the placé 
seemed pure and holy again, for Fath- 
er John had pronounced the absolution 
and high heaven smiled with pardon. 
The crystal voices of the choir rose in 
tender melodies, a deacon chanted 
prayers before the royal gates, the 
voice of the priest came softly from 
the mysterious sanctuary and _ the 
crowd passed forward to receive the 
aweful sacrament: at the hands of 
Father John. Probably nowhere in the 
world could such a scence of sumptu- 
ous magnificence and simple fervor be 
witnessed. 

A couple of hours later I was in the 
study of the old priest. He received 
me wt ighreat kindness. 

‘Do you speak Russian?” he asked. 

“Yes.” 

“That is good.’’ He made me sit at the 
table and mlaced his chair very close to 
mine. 

Father John Is Deaf. 

“You must speak very loudly,’ he 
said, throwing his arm affectionately 
round ‘my shoulders, ‘‘because I am 
deaf.’’ 

Somehow I felt as if I had no right to 
monopolize his time, Many 4 peasant 
would have given all he possessed to be 
in my place, talking to the venerable 
looking priest. ‘Yet his robe of rich 
black brocade with sleeves turned back 
with crimson silk, the magnificent cross 
ef gold set with pearls and turquoises 
he wore seemed out of keeping with his 
reputation as a saint; and the room with 
its soft carpet, a rare luxury in Russia, 
and costly ioons, one of which he told 
the was a gift from the czar, a strange 
setting for a miracle worker. 

“Yes,” he said, in reply to @ ques- 
tion, ‘I often see the czar, and his 
father died in my arms,” a remark 
which reminded me that Father John

London, May !!.—James Epps, founder 
ef the well known firm of cocoa mak- 
ers, died at his home on Beulah Hill in 
his eighty-eixth year. 

Mr. Epps was a man whose name has 
for two generations been a household 
, but whose. personality hag remain- 
ed utterly unknown to all but a small 
circle. He was resolved to be heard of 
only through his business. He would take 
mo part in publis affairs, and constant- 
ly refused to join corporate bodied’. He 
had a strong objection to sitting for 
his portrait, and in his latter years was 
only once known to do so. Then, as 
a special favor, he allowed hig son to 
Snap-shot him in his garden. He care- 
fully avoided personal publicity in any 
Shape or form, and was never known 
to be interviewed or to make statements 
for publication. 

Yet he was a pioneer in one branch 
of English commerce. Half a century 
ago he shaped his business on what 
would now be thought the most success- 
ful of modern lines; he coined @ phrase, 
“Grateful and comforting,” that made 
his fortune; and he has dieq a reputed 
millionaire. In the early eighties the 
catch phrase of his business was the 
topic of songs in the music halls, and 
Was a phrase on everyone’s Iips.

Epps senior acquired 
considerable wealth by his trade, and 
the family established itself in hent. 
James Epps was born gn April 29, 1621. 
In the early thirties there was great 
controversy in Hurape over homeopathy.

James Epps did well as a chemist, and 
in due course he also established him- 
self in the city and in a little shop 
in Piceadilly, underneath the entrance 
to the Egyptian hall. His sign remain- 
ed over the door there for half a cen- 
tury until the hall was pulled down. 
Then it was transferred to Jermyn 
street. 

Dr. John Epps, the fashionable physi- 
cian, invented the cocoa that was to 
make his brother a millionatre. Up to 
that time it had been difficult to secure 
easily prepared c , and the fat in the 
raw material prevented it from being 
drunk by many. Dr. John Hbpps mixed 
the cocoa with arrowroot and sugar, 
and Epps’ patent was the result. James 
had the cocoa prepared and John recom- 
mended it to his patients.

Singers, cartoonists, and public 
entertainers laid hold of it, and in a few 
years Bpps’' cocoa became a household 
word. In the early eighties the rival 
cocoa houses which have since gone so 
far were much less developed, ang Mr.

Mr. Hpps’ business associates describe 
him as a very hard worker, keen on a 
bargain, an done who loved to keep all 
the activitles of his undertakings under 
his control, No task was too hard or too 
long for him and no supervision too 
minute.

London, May !!.—Hadit not been for 
the intervention of the Italian embas- 
sy, writes Reuter’s Constantinople cor- 


respondent, the performance of Verdi's 

“Aida” would have been forbidden in 
the Turkish capital a few days ago. 

The vagaries of the Turkish dramatic 
censor, while they afford some diver- 
sion to the general public, are the dis- 
tress and dread of impresarios and 
stage managers in Constantinople. His 
red pencil ruthlessly cuts and multl- 
lates the choicest masterpieces of Bu- 
ropean opera and drama, no reason 
being given or argument admitted. 

the general rules which guide his 
judgment are, of course, more or less 
apparent. Anything calculated to bring 
contempt upon royalty, to suggest sedi- 
tious ideas or prejudice public morals, 
is strictly taboo; but it is not always 
possible to assign such simple and sat- 
{sfactory motives for his rulings. For 
instance, the reason for the prohibi- 
tion of “Hamlet” is sufficiently obvi- 
ous, and the obliteration of -certain 
passages from “Othello” is comprehen- 
sible; but why he should object to the 
name Othello is ®ot so easy to account 
for. The play has always to be given 
under the designation “Il Geloso” or 
“s@ Jeloux.” Possibly, O¢hello being 
@ Moor, and therefore in all probabil- 
ity a Mussulman, his name is consid- 
ered offensive to pious Moslems. 

All allusions to royalty are strictly 
prohibited. Emperors are transformed 
into grand dukes and kings into dukes, 
A story is told of one jéalous censor 
who changed all the “re’s” in the tonic 
sol-fa score of an opera into “duca’s,” 
being under the impression that they 
meant kings. Although Donizetti’s “La 
+avorita’” may not be given under this 
title, such things as court favorites 
being unknown, or at least not offi- 
clally recognized in Turkey, the cen- 
sor’s scruples are allayed if the play 
is called “Eleonora” and the royalties 
are converted into highnesses. 

On one point the censor is inflexible: 
there shall be no murder committed on 
the stage. This is in order to pre- 
vent corruption by evil examples. Con- 
sequently, the dramatic effect of many 
plays is somewhat marred by the man- 
ner in which principals destined to be. 
murdered are rushed off the stage and, 
after receiving the fatal thrust out of 
sight of the audience, stagger back 
from the wings to sing thefr death 
songs. The music-loving world, how- 
ever, make allowances for these diffi- 
culties with which the artists have to 
contend.

With the French Soldiers. 


Riskra is under milita?y” government. 
Tt is the chief station of the eaajtern 
Sabara, and it is called the ferritoire 
de Commandement. One gees Frengh 
soldiers everywhere, and there are 
French officers at the hotela and on 
the streets. They are fine looking fel- 
lows and far different from our ordi- 
nary idea of the French army, They 
are straight, broad-shouldered, bronsze- 
faced men who havé seen fighting with 
these tribes of the desert, and show it. 
Some of the officers have the appear- 
ance of dudes, and they are noted for 
their politeness, but no one dares to 
presume upon their weakness. 

The territory of Biskra is about as 
large as the state of Ohio, and it has a 
population of less than’ one hundred 
thousand, al] told. The natives live in a 
number of oases scattered here and 
there over the desert. Biskra itself is 
commanded by a major, assisted by a 
captain, three Meutenantse and a mili- 
tary interpreter. In the other oases there 
are captains, lieutenants and interpre- 
ters. The town has electric Maghts, and 
it has‘ schoola for both French and 
Arabs. t has a negro quarter as well. 

The French city is made up of filat- 
roofed white houses of one or two 
storles. Many of the roofs have walls 
about them, and the womén &@nd chil- 
dren play on the roofg in the evening, 
i often sleep there at 
night. 

I wish I could take a walk with you 
through one of these Sahara towns. 
Hven tn French Biskra the scenes 
would seem strange. There are Moors 
who eit right out in the street, or upon 
the sidewalks, upon mats which they 
have laid down for the punpose, and 
play dominoes. They have Tittle tables 
about as high as a footstool, and thus 
sitting, with their bare feet under them, 
they will hovg the hiscks for an hour 
or more without sayink a word. Many 
of the players are y-beerded and 
gray-headed, but age does not seem to 
affect thefr love for the game. 

Some Bible Characters. 

Everywhere I go here I meet the char- 
acters of the seriptures. As I write th 
notes I can see in one group an old 
Abraham with the aged Sarah beside 
him and hfs buxom He- behind. That 
little baby {in Hagar’s «: \s might have 
been young Ishmael, and I observe tha 
Abrahanmlooks upon him with love. At 
the same time Sarah seems to be jeal- 
ous, and glares at both baby and 
mother out of the tail of her eye.

How the Oasis Is Watered. - 

But let us go cut to the oasis and 
visit the people who live under the 
palm trees. We drive along the Rue 
Bertha by walls cf yellow mud inclos- 
ig date trees which rige high above 
them and are loaded with ripe yellow 
fruit. The walls areas high as my 


fruit is delicious... According '.to the 
Arabs, to make good dates the head 
of the tree must be in ‘the burning 
the. greater part ofthe year. 
@ thermomete> here even in mid- 
winter never falls below sixty, and the 
climate seems just right, although it 
is‘not so’ at KKantara, which is thirty 
or forty’ miles farther north Biskra 
is annually producing something like 
t0,000,000 pounds of dates, enough to 
furnish a handful to every boy in the 
United States and leave some to spare. 
As we ride on into the oasis We can 
Bee men picking the dates, or rather 
cutting them off.: They are in enormous 
buches, and a good tree will produce 
on the average of about !20 pounds 
annually. The fruit is not good until 
ft is dea@ ripe. I bit into some green 
dates omp6 day and they puckered my 
mouth Jike unfrosted persimmons, 


Im Old Biskra. 


I have already written of the oasis 
of Figuig and arla. Biskra is suome- 
what the same. Its area is about that 
of an Ohio township, and it is alto- 
gether about six miles in length. It 
is divided up into little flelds or gar- 
den patches, each of which is surround- 
ead by these mud walis of sundriéa 
brick, There are no pavements. The 
streets are dirt roads with here and 
there a wide irrigation stream running 
throtgh and with bridges of palm 
wood crossing it at intervals of every 
few feet. 

There are villages scattered through- 
out the oasis. Each of these is enter- 
ed by a iow gate made of mud bricks 
and palms and this gate is always 
closed at night. The houses are most- 
ly mean mud huts with flag roofs. 
There is sOme rain here, and the water 
which are extended out into the street, 
giving one a douche on the turban or 
down the neck of one’s gown. 

I understand that the water supply 
is comparatively scanty; that water 
rights are sold in perpetuity and that 
there are also leases at so much per 
year, and eVén at so much per hour. 
Not long ago one paid $200 for a per- 


as deep as the rain fall would stand, 
and 6800 for a stream of four inches. 
Where the water is let out by the hour 
eo often per week an Arab watchman 
stands at the hole where it flows out 
with an hour glass, and when the 
sand has run through, shuts off the 
supply. 


Ag Dreary Life. 


I cannot describe the dreariness of 
common everyday life in these Saha- 
ran oases. About the only green thing 
one sees in the streets is the palm 
leaves overhead. Inside a gmarden there 
may be patches of vegetables and grass 
with trees bearing various kinds of 
fruit; but in the villages everything 
is aS bare as the middie of the road, 
and that in a land which might be a 
tropical paradise. The houses them- 
selves have no gardens in or about 
them. They .are joined close together, 
and are more like a catacomb than a 
place where people live, move and have 
their being. There are few Signs of 
life during much of the day. There 
are no windows facing the streets 
and the only means of ventilation on

Sidi Okba dnd His Oasis. 

Have you ever heard of SIdi Okba? 

He was a famous ‘Arab general who 
conquered the whole of north Africa 
from the Nile to the Atlantic about 1,300 
odd years ago. All whom he conquered 
he converted by telling them that they 
must die if they did not espouse the Mo- 
hammedan religion; and it {s said that 
when he reached the western ocean he 
Tode into it exelaiming that if it were 
hot for this barrier he would make every 
people of the lands beyond worship Allah 
or die. This man wag one of the great 
Mohammedan heroes. The people look 
upon him as a saint ,and they have 
mamed towns, oases and other places 
after him. One of the most important 
of these is Sidi Okba, which lies 12 miles 
from here, in the heart of the desert. 
In it Ig the shring of the saint, and tue 
mosque containing it is said to be the 
gldest Mohammedan building In Africa. 
The town is the religious capital of this 
part of the world, so holy that the people 
make pilgrimages to it as they do to 
Kairovan, in Tunisia, and to Mecca and 
Medina, in Arabia. 

I rode across the desert this afternoon 
and visited it. The way is over a country 
coverel with a scanty vegetation of 
thorny scrub, through sandy and stony 
wastes, and by the oases of Filiach and 
Chetma. Sidi Okba itself has 66,000 palm 
trees, and the town has several thousand 
people. The plantations are surrounded 
by mud walls like those of Biskra, bu-~ 
the houses are better and some of the 
streets ars. so wide that one could drive 
through them. On our way there wes 
pass some caravans of camels and 
donkeys. We saw many tent villages and 
great flocks of black goats watched by 
shepherds. 

The Business of an Oasis. 

Entering the gate we rode between the 
mud walls to the public square, which is 
surrounded by petty stores or bazaars 
Fivery store is a box-like room no wider 
than the door which leads into it. and s» 
low that the merchants can hardly stand 
upright within it. The stores are light 
from the front, and the customers stand 
in the street as they Yargain. 

There was considerable industry going 
on. Here men were weaving, there jhey 
were making plows and farther on sad- 
dies. In the street of the tailors I saw 
several men using American sewing ma- 
chines, but nowhere did I see any Ameri- 
can goods. On the sides of the streets 
were mud ledges built out from the mud 
walls. These ledges were filleq with 
white-gowned men chatting or sleeping. 
Some were reeling cotton and some sew- 
ing. At night the ledges are filled with 
sleepers. 

Many of these poorer Arabs have 19 
homes. They eat at the cafes and sles 
in the streets. This ts especially so in

JACKSON MEETS 
- WITH SUCCESS 


Juvenile Court Agitation 
Brings Results in Tennes- 
see and Arkansas. 


Rev. Crawford Jackson, chairman of 
che Central Juvenilee Protectory Asso- 
ciation has, during the past three weeks, 
been speaking on behalf of the wayward 
children of the south, in the states of 
Tenmessee and Arkansas. At Memphis a 


few days ago he addressed two thousand 
people in the First Methodist church, 
ang on the following day inagurated a 
Wuvenile Protectory Association with a 
membership composed of some of the 
most influential oltizens. 

Rev. Crawford Jackson next proceeded 
to Little Rock, Ark., where the state 
leg®lature is now in sassion. He suc- 
peeded there also in organizing an asso- 
ciation to look after the wayward chil- 
dren. Every religious denomination in 
the city is represemted in this association. 

Steps were taken to have introduced 
fn the etate legislature a juvenile court 
@nd probation bill, modeled after that 
submitted to the judiciary committee of 
the Georgia state legislature, i906, of 
mrhich the essential features are that 
the ordinary’s court in every county in 
the state shall have jurisdiction in all 
cases of juvenile offenders sixteen years 
of age and under; that the ordinary or 
the judge of the juvenile court shall ap- 
point in those counties having a popula- 
tion of over 100,000, three probation offi- 
cens, or one chief and two assistants; 
in counties of over 60,000, one chief pro- 
bation officer and one assistant,’ each to 
get specified salaries. In all other coun- 
ties the appointment of one probation of- 
ficers ig left to the ordinary, and his sal- 
ry, if any, to the grand jury. These 
officers have the authority and power 
of sheriffs to arrest and rearrest children 
coming under the jurisdiction of this 
court; but their chief business is to con- 
stamtly put forth efforts, during the con- 
tinuance of each child's case or the period 
of probation, looking to his reformation 
and training for good citizenship. 

Another important feature is that par- 
ents or guardians can be and will be 
surmmoned to this court when their chil- 
dren cr wards are to be tried. Every 
case is to be carefully investigated, not 
only as to the particular offense, but the 
surroundings of the child when he vio- 
Jated the law and before, including his 
home influences, his advantages and-his 
disadvantages. This goes back to the 
fountain head. Moreover, if it can be 

ed in the juvenile court that the 
parent, guardian, agent,’ tion or 
employer of a child has contributed to 
or is responsible for his moral delinquen- 
cy, such person or persons are guilty of 
@ misdemeanor, and are punishable ac- 
cordingly. 

It is made unlawful to imprison any 
child in the state fourteen years Of age 
and wider, in any common jail, prison 

rd, or inolosure, with adult criminals. 
ie the child cannot give dail the sheriff 
or the probation officer, or the presiding 
gudge can have him detained in some 
suitable place till hig case is tried, which

DEMIS. STRONG 
JS. SENTENCED 


He Is-Given Three Years in

GUILTY OF MANSLAUGHTER 


After Being Out Twenty.One Hours 
Jury Returns Verdict in Case of 
Strong, Who Killed Smith.

anny of the country as “Father” Cof- 

n. 

Mr. Coffin is not a railroad man, nor 
does he seek anything at the hands of 
the railroad men. However, for many 
years he has been attending the con- 
ventions of the order now in session in 
Atlanta, and no one, with the excep- 
tion of the grand master, attracts more 
attention at a convention than, he. 

Mr. Coffin is 84 years of age, but he 
is as hale and hearty as a man of 50, 
and gets about as lively as many of 
the youngsters of the convention. He 
is a native of Iowa and is a noted 
character in that state where he has 
a large farm just outside .of Fort 
Dodge. It was through his efforts 
that Iowa was the first state in the 
union that exacted automatic cou- 
plers on railroad trains.

Many a broken spirit has found 
welcome and work.at this farm and 
afterwards gone out into the world a 
new man with clean ambitions and 
steady determination to succeed in the 
paths of honest endeavor.

WHO “GOVERNED” ROYAL GIRLS

London, May !!.—It is the fashion to 
say that romance is dead, but what- 
ever it may be now, it certainly lived 
till last Tuesday, in the person of 
weonic Clare Alexandrine Vauthier, 
who was born in Paris of a good 
popeenet stock on September 8, 1846, 
and arrived on the world’s stage short- 
ly after the seventh attempt on the life 
of King Louis Philippe. 

Louis Napoleon had recently escap- 
ed from his prison at Ham, and the 
.clouds of approaching revolution were 
already black on the horizon. Leonie 
Vauthier’s first memories went back 
to Paris under a republic, to the choice 
of Louis Napoleon as emperor, to his 
marriage with the lovely Spaniard, 
Eugene Montijo, and to the magnifi- 
cent life and profligate gaiety of the 
second empire. But for her the court 
held neither fascination nor prosper- 
ity. She was just a little French spar- 
row. Neat and trim, with a pair of 
bright, shining eyes, a merry heart, 
and the neccessity of picking up her 
daily bread. 

Paris in those days was a city for 
the beautiful woman. The cult of phys- 
ical loveliness had grown to a relig- 
ion. A sunny smile, a brave, tender 
heart ‘was not sufficient even for a 
governess in frivolous Paris, that 
danced and sang to the music of Offen- 
bach and Herve, so as Leonie Vauthier 
was not pretty, as she could not sing 
and did not dance, she had ta pack her 
modest little box and. travel to Lon- 
don, where, like so many other French 
girls, she had heard—and hoped—that 
the streets were paved with gold. 


Struggle for Livelihood. 


But if life in brillfant, sparkling 
white selfish Paris was hard, it was 
Just as difficult and far more dull 
in gray, stiff and starched London. The 
little brown sparrow which had fiitted 
from the roofs of Paris found that 
London had sparrows of its own, and 
that much was expected of her that 
she could not give.

That she ®was pecullariy 
plain never mattered. Her lack of &c- 
coroplishments and ignorance of “parlor 
tricks’’ proved of no disadvantage. She 
nad a beautiful manner of speech, an al- 
most pathetic beauty im her smile. a de 
lightfully expressive way of using her 
supple hands that made up for every su- 
perficiality she lacked. She was naively

Not only did this quaint nickname come 
irom the children, but Queen Victoria, the 
most formal of the princesses, the stern. 
est of court officials, intimate friends of 
the royal family, even the servants who 
adored her, called her ‘“‘Maddie,”” and 
loved her. Only to the public to whom 
she was not known at all was she Mlle. 
Vauthier, when as time went on and her 

upils grew from little girls to young 
adies whose daily doings were recorded 
in the court circular, and Mile. Vauthier’s 
name appeared as going here, there an4 
€verywhere with one or other of her 
charges. As she herself said laughingiy 
once: “I should forget my own name.”’ 
and so she might easily have done, for 
nc one reminded her that she was ever 
anyone else but ‘‘Maddle.” ‘ 

When the time came, as t{mes do. for 
her duties as governess to cease, she once 
ventured to broach the question of her 
departure from the circle of which she 
was the best loved member. But such 
an outcry was raised by pupils and pa- 
rents alike, that with a dainty shrug 
'\Maddie"’ resigned herself to the inevita- 
hle and settled down for a further period 
in the mahogany furnished, chintz-hung 
rooms that were next to the apartmenrs 
of her dear princesses, to whom she now 
became more a friend than ever. 

Perhaps her greatest power and charm 
lay in her perfect equability of tempe-:. 
_“Maddie’’ was never known to have a 
*“‘mood,”’ to be depressed, fussy, or wor- 
ried. She was always the same, whether 
M or well, and of her it may with truth 
be said, that she never spoke an 111] 
word of any one. She was not a cour- 
tier or a sycophant, with one manner for 
her highly-placed employers apd another 
for her humbler friends. She was the 
most rare product of Nature, that great- 
est gift of God, the highest and finest 
type of gentlewoman, with just that dash 
of French humor and liveliness that made 
her the best beloved woman of her day. 


The affection with which she inspired | 


the royal family spread wherever’ she 
went and among all she met. She had 
been thirteen happy, merry years with 
her royal pupils, ang Princess Louise was 
already married to the duke of Fife, when 
Mr. Edward Johnson, M. P. for Exeter, 
and @ very wealthy man, succeeded in 
persuading ‘““Maddie” to be his wife. This 
excellent settlement woyld have been 
sternly declined by “Maiidie,"”” but that 
the entire royal family urged her to ac- 
cept ‘so excellent an offer. 

Her wedding, which took place at 4t. 
George's, Hanover Square, !n_ 1853, 
brought the season of that year to a 
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any other of the psuedo-ueen Anns 
houses that rise in all the glory of red 
brick ang white paint by the riverside. 

Here “Maddie” arranged many of the 
beautiful things that had been given her 
by her dearest royal friends. Carvings 
from Queen Alexandra, books that the 
princesses had bound for ‘Maddie,’ birds 
that Princess ‘‘Harry’” had stuffed for 
her, photographs, sketches, ininiatures, 
to say nothing of ‘innumereble puppies 
and kittens, flowers and fruit. From the 
Old Ferry Hise ‘‘Maddie” went forth 
to the most exclusive and private of 
royal entertainments, for she was never 
forgotten, and ever remained the most 
intimate and loving jfriend of Queen 
Alexandra and her daughters. When 
Queen Maud came to London last au- 
tumn, the first hour she was free from 
ceremonial engagements, she popped her- 
self and her lovely svn, Olaf, into a 
carriage and rushed down to visit ‘‘Mad- 
die’’—no longer young, widowed and 
delicate in health,. but still the same, 
dear, tender, sympathetic ‘“‘Maddie” as 
when they had romped together among 
the fields at Sandringham or learn: 
lessons on the “nursery floor’’ at Marl- 
borough house. 

But even if she had known it ‘‘Mad- 
die’s’’ beautiful courage and fine char- 
acter would not have suffered pain or 
sorrow. She was one of God's happy 
creatures, who, though they can feel. for 
others most deeply, never permit the 
griefs of this world to mar its joys—and 
‘““Maddie’’ found joy in everything. No 
wonder that such words as “Sincere re- 
gret,’’ “‘Kindest remembrance of thirty 
years’ friendship,’ “True affection,” and 
‘Deepest sorrow’ were to be found tied 
to, with beautiful ribbons, wreaths of 
fair white blossoms which her royal 
master, mistress and pupils sent to 
grace the quiet Devon grave that holds 
the loving heart of ‘‘Maddie.’

Ratlways and the Trees. 
(From The Forest and Stream.) 

Tt seems Only proper that the railways, 
after cutting away vast forest areas to 
obtain crossties, should endeavor to (pro- 
vide for a future supply by planting an 
cultivating trees. This is being done by 
a few of the great railway companies, 
and the work of planting is being con- 
ducted dlong the same scientific lines 
that will regulate the cutting of these 
trees when they from time to time reach 
a size suitable for ties. 

While eome of the friends of fores: 
preservation see much that is commend- 
able in this work, the facts are that 
business policy and not sentiment is re- 
sponsible for the tree planting by the 
railways; but, while this is true, the 
mere growth ang maintenance of these 
tie-tracts will be beneficial to the coun- 
try, the game and the fish each in pro- 
portion to the cover provided and the 
water held dDack in ponds and streams. 

Aside from this {insistent demand for 
tie material, however, the railways are 
fare to face with the proposition that 
the “‘line’’ offering the best shooting or 
fishing has much to boast of. To this 
end some rTailwavs assist In game pro- 
tection and in the distribution of fish, 
and while it is all for a selfish end, the 
fen assigned to this work take a *fper- 
sonal interest in it, ami much 00g re- 
sults in the long run.

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ZOLA SHOCKED 


BY SHAKESPEARE 


Great Dramatist Too Realistic 
for the French Realist 


Zola Says That He Was “Not Pru. 
dish,’? But Nevertheless Found 
Too Many Gross Phrases in 
Shakespeare._.Zola Began 
by Being a Poet.

Paris, May \|!.—Something of a sensa- 


tion has been created in literary circles 
here by the appearance of a volume of 
letters written by the late Bmile Zola 
when little more than a boy. Never be- 
fore published, or even quotedthey reveal 
a Zola whose existence was unsuspected 
iby the vast majority of both his ene- 
mies and admirers. They prove that 
the grimmest realist of his time began 
by being a poet, and show him at twen- 
ty enamored of the ideal to such an ex- 
tent that, having in 1860 discovered a 
delicious idyil by George Sands he wrote 
to his frienqg Bailli: ‘You see, even 
George Sands dreams of peaceful love.” 
Indeed, the present letters addressed to 
three Of his friends of about his own 
age furnish but few indications which 
could be called prophetic of his future 
career, if it. is mot that they demon- 
strate the dogged.perseverance whica 
characterized him all his life. 

Zola was a hard-working, serious 
young man earning his own living, and 
determineq to make his mark in the 
world. Writing to Baille in May, 1860, 
he said: 

‘You will be well off, and I shall per- 
haps eat a little fame... If I adopt 
definitely the literary career I will fol- 
low my motto, ‘All or nothing!’/ Con- 
sequently, I will not walk in anyone's 
footsteps, not have I have the ambition 
to be a chief of a new school but be- 
cause I wish to discover some unbeaten 


path.’ 
He Knew Discouragément. 

He had confidence in himself, Dut nev- 
ertheless, at times he knew discourage- 
ment. Wot long after penning the am- 
bitious words quoted above, he wrote to 
the same friend: 

“T gee the future so black that I 
shrink from it with terror, No fortune, 
no trade or profession, nothing but dis- 
couragement!’ 

Such despondency diq not, however, 
last. long, and the following letters are 
full of dissertations on the literary 
works that he had studied and the ex- 
pression of his own poetical yearnings. 
One night, half awake and half asleep, 
ionsumed by the fever of ambition, he 
conceived the general idea of a grand 
poem, which would, he believed, as he 
wrote to his friend, “bring the applaud- 
ing or curious crowd to his feet.” 

It is (he said) such a serious work, 
and of such very great scope, that I 
cannot meditate on it too much, nor 
fail to submit it to the appreciation of 
friends. 

At the same time Zola, though con- 
scious of their defects, loyed his first 
poetic productions, and decided to pub- 
lish three of them together under the 
title of ‘‘Les Trois Amours.” 

Pursuing his literary studies, he read 
Shakespeare, though not in BEnglish, be- 
cause he did not know the language. 
In a long letter addresseq to Baille on 
that inexhaustible subject, he regretted 
not to be able to speak of the style, as 
he had only read translations. Never- 
theless, he confessed that he had found 
many too gross phrases which shocked 
him, though, he affirmed, “I am not 
prudish, ®ut I am above all a poet, and 
I love the harmony of ideas and im- 
ages."’ After this criticism young Zola 


proceeded to express unbounded admir- 
ation for Ghakespeare’s genius. He did

Life of Famous Composer 
Threatened By :Ungrate- 
ful Young Man.

Paris, May |!.—It geemg that there is 
no justification for the legend that the 
eminent composer} Saint-Saens, is avari- 
clous—he is simply economical. One who 
knows him intimately relates that for 
several years the great musician made an 
allowance of $60 per annum to a young 
musician without resources, in order to 
enable him to pursue his studies. 

But on learning that the object of his 
generosity had put in circulation certain 
malicious and unjustified reports concern- 
ing his benefactor, Saint-Saens put a stop 
to hig allowance. His. protege, after 
vainly endeavoring to inducg M,. Saint- 
Saens to alter his decision, took to threat- 
ening him and said he would snoot him 
at sight the first time he met him. In 
his distress the musician appealed to M. 
Lepine, the Paris prefect of police, wuo 
posted a police officer before M. Saint- 
Saens* door. 

That was a good long while ago, but 
in France it is only the provisional that 
survives, the policeman still keeps guard 
before the door of the composer of ‘“‘Sam- 
gon et Dalila.” When M. Saint-Saens 
ig absent from Paris the policeman is re- 
lieved of his duty ag sentinel, Dut 4s 
soon as the composer returns he comes 
back. So that when M. Saint-Saens 
friends wish to know if he is in town all 
they have to do is to look for the police- 


man.

Zola’s Criticism. 

Speaking of Shakespeare's digressions., 
he added: 

“Two words suffice to shed a strong 
light. That in no way hampers the prin- 
cipal action. Above all, Hamlet is full 
of those digressions, A thousand inci- 
dents occur which seem to be entirely 
unconnected with the subject. However, 
were they suppressed there would re- 
main nothing but a cold and gale trag- 
edy. The poet takes a very simple sub- 
ject, but he turns and twiste it about, 
J/and places it in the light of all the pris- 
matic colors. Hence that great number 
i of short scenes which, far from imped- 
‘ing the action, renders it greater and 
|gives it brilliancy. Brut, let not an ordi- 
nary poet attempt to adopt such a pro- 
(ceeding. A Shakespeare is necessary to 
coordinate those diverse pieces, to bind 
them solidly together, to make a homo-

red scarf round her waist. Making a 
tour of the villages, she denounced in 
vigoroug language the social inequalities 
of which the miners were the victims; 
and wherever she went the ‘‘citoyenne’”’ 
was surrounded by hundredg of colliers, 
who would have braved shot a@d shell 
in defense of thelr charming champion. 
But the miners’ wives’ looked upon her 
with anything but a favorable eye, and 
one day, when she was on hér way to 
address a meeting of her grimy admirers, 
she was suddenly confronted with an an- 
ery group of miners’ wives, armed with 
broomsticks, who in afew forcible 
phrases gave the captivating revolution- 
ary to understand that if she did not 
leave the district on the instant, tney 
would give her a hiding which she would 
long remember.

COLUMBIA WINS 
FROM HARVARD 


Crimson Crew Qutgeneraled 
and Qutrowed by New 
York Eight. 


Boston, Mass., May !1i.—Harvard wag 
outgeneraled and outrowed by the 
‘varsity eight from Columbia univer< 
sity of New York today on the Charles 
river. The crew from Cambridge was 
defeated by three-quarters of a length, 
over a course of one and seven-eighths! 
miles. Harvard started in too late. Her. 
spurt was made at the end of th 
course. Columbia's official time was 
9:16; Harvard's 9:18. 

From a spectacular standpoint, the 
race was good, Harvard's magnificent 
though hopeless try ter victory on the 
home-stretch drawing cheers. THe form 
of the crimson oarsmen was better 
than that of the Columbia eight, but 
the stroke of the men from Cambridge 
was noticeably Incking in power. 

A wintry day, with rain and snow, 
changed into an agreeable and sunny 
afternoon just before the two eights 
got into position. 

Both crews caught the water well, 
Harvard having the better of the 
start. Columbia gradually drew ahead, 
and at the mile there was open water 
between the shells. 

At the beginning of the last three- 
fourths of a mile, Harvard hit up her 
stroke. The boat ‘shot ahead until only 
half a length separated it from Co- 
lumbia. Under increased strokes, both 
crews shot down to the finish. 

Theodore Roosevelt, Jr., is one of thea 


| Judges at the finish line, dropped the 
|flag which proclaimed 


Columbia the 
winner. The last effort of the New 
York eight had surged them forward 
a trifle so that the shell crossed the 
line three-quarters of a length ahead.

legislation was of questionable value, 
even to those {t was intended to pro- 
tect; that no good results could come 
of throwing several thousand children 
out of employment before the state was 
prepared to furnish them school] facil- 
ities. 

The elementary schools of the state 
were crowded then, as they are now, and 
there were not accommodations for the 
children, nor funds to supply a suffi- 
clent number of capable and efficient 
taachers. The'city schools of Atlanta 
are today crowded, and reports are being 
received at the office of the commis- 
Sioner of education in Washington that 
a simflar condition of affairs exist in 
Baltimore, Philadelphia, New York, 
Chicago and practically all the big cities, 

The country schools and the schools in 
the small rural communities are not be- 
ing sufficiently supporteg by local and 
State taxes to take care of the army of 
children who are annually knocking at 
the doors of the little school houses, 
and pleading for the opportunity of be- 
ing taught to know how to read, to 
write and how to become g00d citizens. 

Schools Aré Overcrowded. 

The inability of the state to provide for 
the children who were already on the 
waiting lists of the common schoois, 
before the@e numbers were augumented 
by the theusands who were thrown out 
of the mills and factories, was due, of 
course, to the lack of funds in the pub- 
lic treasury. | 

Various counties of the state have 
taken advantage of the law which per- 
mitted local taxation for school purposes, 
to supplement the funds received from 
the state. But available resources are 
still inadequate to carry on the most 
effective campaign of education. 
‘Despite the best efforts that could be 
made: by the individual counties and the 
State, the statistics ef Georgia illiteracy 
still show a condition that js not very 
gratifying to our state pride. In 1900 
there were in fhe state 305 illiterates of 
10 years of age, and over out of every 
1,000 of population. According to the 
census figures of that year, there were 
in Georgia 2,216,331 people. The totad 
population over !0 years of age wag |,- 
677,334, and of this number 480,420 
were illiterate. Of the whites over 2! 
years of age 72,833 were illiterate. 
Problem of Compulsory Education. 
That a different state of affairs would 


be brought about by the operation of a 


compulsory education law, is unquestton- 
ably true, but the opponents of such a 
measure have all the best of Nhe argu- 
ment on the practical side. Why should 
the state attempt to force all of its 
children into the schools, when it is not 
now able to provide educational advan- 
tages for those who seek even common 
school training? 

The conditions that prevail in Georgia, 
prevail jn practically every one of the 
gsixteen former slave states, and in states 
ang territories like New Mexico, Ari- 
zona, Nevada, Indian Territory. The 
smaller productiveness of the negro in a 
large meusure accounts for the small 
funds available for education and ° for 
public purposes. Still all agree 
that the negroes and the Indians if 
they are to live in the United States, 
should recefve at least the elements of 
education. 

Under the accepted belief that the duty 
of educating all-of its citizens devolves 
upon the state, it is evident that the 
federal government should also contri- 
bute to that purpose. 

The © most reasonable argument that 
could possibly be charged against th’ 
suggestion of federal education, is that 
of paternalism. 

Government Should Aid. 

There are those who ‘hold that the uuty 
of educating children belongs to the 
parents, and should he carried on at pri- 
vate expense. Still the state has as- 
sumed the obligation of giving training 
in the elemental principles of education, 
and since the state has taken this posi- 
tion, which most people believe to be 
wise and practical, the belief is held that 
the government should help to shoulder 
the responsibility of educating its citt- 
zens so that the advantages otf educa- 
tion may be secured to all alike. With 
the aid of contrfbutions from the national 
treasury of money needeg to carry on 
the common schools, each state would 
probably find it practical and advisable 
tc pass a compulsory education law, and 
thus hasten the day when there will be 
no illiterates, or Mersons Over ten years 
of age who cannot read or write, within 
its borders. 

Such an enlightened state of affairs 
exists today in Germany, where com- 
pulsory education has been in effect since 
1696. The law dates back to Duke: 
Ernest Weimer, who made the civil cod? 
for the whole country. Luring the great 
Niapofeonic era, Germam culture was 
trodden under foot, and her army 
smashed. Then came the day of Queen 
Loutse, wife of Frederigk III. She it 
was who assisted in restoring learning 
to its former place. She sent to Pesta- 
lozzi, the greatest teacher of the nine 
teenth century. “‘Througn his influence 
the work of education began to make 
much headway. Schools of Prussia and 
the entire German empire have grown 
immeasureably under the compulsory ea- 
ueation law. 

The government itself, it must be ad- 
mitted, does not appropriate money for 
the common schools, but each state in 
the empire has made most liberal allow- 
ances for the cause of education and 
tne results are apparent in the tables 
of {lliteracy. Take the Teutonic nations. 
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cures to its credit.

The Constitution’s crusade for fed- 
eral aid. .to education in.the United 
States has been noted with interest 
and commented upon with approval by 
the officers of the commission of edu- 
cation in Washington. In discussing 
the subject of education in the schools, 
Dr. L. R. Klemm said that Mazzini 
had declared that “Every country has 
the government which it wants. and 
no better.’’ This might be paraphrased 
by saying that every country has its 
school system that it wants, and no 
better. The question of schools is an 
important one, and is of tremendous 
bearing upon the culture and the in- 
dustrial progress of the nation makes 
it of prime importan¢e. The duty of 
having the very best schools possible 
is one incumbent upon every state. 
The question of supporting the schools 
is a political problem that must be 
Settled by each stata !ndependently.

Mr. Odell, Georgs W. Dunn, member of 
the state railroad commission, William 
Halpin, state tax commissioner, and Wil- 
liam Ten Eyck voted in favor of the reso- 
lution. 

Woodruff Says Odell Hates Roose. 
velt. 

In moving that Governor Odell’s motion 
urging the nomination of Hughes for pres. 
ident be tabled, Chairman Woodruff said: 

“TI move that this resolution be tabled 
on account of the gentleman who intro- 
duced to by reason of his well-known 
antipathy to the president of the United 
States.” 

He added that the adoption of such an 
expression by the committee would pla-+e 
the governor in an awkward position, es- 
pecially ag this was no time to adopt 
such a resolution. 

Mr. Odell took exceptions to Mr. Wool- 
ruff’s statement and declared that he be. 
lieved this to be a Very opportune time 
for an expression of opinion by the repub- 
lcan, Organization of the state of New. 
York as to its choice for the next presi- 
dential nomination. His introduction of 
the resolution, he declared, was without 
guile,
